The immense popularity of the 
projects and exhibitions undertaken 
by the National Council of Science 
Museums during its four years of 
existence, has given us the confi- 
dence to claim humbly that we 
have succeeded to some extent 
in our primary aim of bringing 
science closer to the life of com- 
mon man. Visitors to our perma- 
nent galleries at our museums in 
Calcutta, Bangalore, Bombay and 
Patna in 1981-82 exceeded 13 
lakhs, at the mobile exhibitions 
10.8 lakhs and at our District 
Science Centres 1.01 lakhs. 


Our organization is growing 
everyday ; our planners are teeming 
with fresh ideas to convey the 
progress of science to a layman in 
the simplest way. We, however, 
have no time for self-complacence, 
We are always on our toes to give 
to our people the latest in modern 
science. For example, to provide a 
non-formal astronomy education to 
the school children, we_ have 
procured through the Indo-US Sub- 
Commission, a unique portable 
Planetaiium. We are trying to keep 
in touch with the developments in 
science everywhere through cultural 
exchange programmes. The Inter- 
national Committee of Science and 
Technology Museums (CIMUSET), 
in recognition of our progress, has 
entrusted us to hold, on their 


behalf. The next meeting of the 
executive committee on ‘’Establish- 
ment of Science Museums in 
Developing Countries — Possible 
International Coopration”. On the 
25th anniversary of the launching 
of the First Artificial Satellite into 
Space, we have taken up an 
elaborate programme—first of which 
was the all India Poster Competition 
and Essay Contest on Space and 
Mankind we had organized.

For our District Science Centres 
we have purposely chosen the 
backward regions of our country 
for example Purulia in West Bengal, 
Gulbarga in Karnataka, Tirunelveli 
in Tamil Nadu and Dharampur in 
Gujarat. Projects will be commu- 
nity oriented involving the activities 
of the local youth. Our planners 
have been closely studying the 
local milieu to make the local 
people aware of the natural wealth 
around them.

Architects 
have been asked to prepare the 
Master Plan for Tirunelveli and 
Dharampur. Planners are also 
collecting local information for pre- 
paration of exhibits, for there too 
the exhibits, like in other District 
Centres, must instil the local people 
to take interest in their own imme- 
diate milieu. 

In all these District Centres, 
more emphasis will be given on 
outdoor exhibitions like a science 
park and a life science corner than 
is usually found in the conventional 
museums with indoor galleries,

QUIZ CONTEST 


About 184 students from 46 
primary and secondary schools 
Participated in oral quiz contest 
held in Calcutta, Another 24 
schools took part in the contest 
held in Malda. At Bombay oral 
quiz contest was attended by 
112 schools,. In written quiz 
contest, 92 students attended at 
Bangalore and 137 students at 
Bombay. In another contest at 
Pandharkwada and Yeotmal 51 stu- 
dents participated.

SEMINARS 





We had a variety of topics in 
the seminars held this year. At 
VITM, Bangalore the topic was 
Special Relevance of Space 
Research in India and was attended 
by 138 school students. Sixteen 
junior college students spoke on 
Deforestation and Ecological Imba- 
lances—its effect on agriculture and 
water resources. 


At NSC, Bombay the topics 
were Nuclear Energy—a_ viable 
alternative, Alexander Flemming— 
penicilin and after, Ancient Indian 
Astronomy and Bird Migration. Over 
60 students participated. In Eastern 
India Students’ Science Seminar 
held in Calcutta the topic was 
Renewable Sources of Energy. 
Several district and block level 
science seminars were aiso orga- 
nized in Bihar and West Bengal. 


MOBILE SCIENCE EXHIBITION 


For the rural community where 
communication is sparse, we have 
the museobuses. Six such museo- 
buses with nine sets of exhibits 
on different themes travelled about 
20,000 Km holding exhibtion at 
423 sites for the benefit of over 
10.8 lakh people. This was an 
increase of 4.64 lakhs than last 
year. At the sites about 600 film 
shows were organized. 
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SCIENCE FAIRS AND CAMPS 


With the help of the local Educa- 
tion Departments and Youth 
Services, the NCSM organized 
science fairs in places far and near 
like Andaman and Nicobar Islands, 
Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Bombay, 
Karnataka, Maharastra, Manipur, 
Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, 
Orissa, Tamil Nadu, Tripura and 
West Bengal. About 218 schools 
with 436 participants and 654 
models attended the six Zonal 
Science Fairs at Karnataka and 
about 243 schools with 678 parti- 
cipants with 518 models took part 
in the Southern India Science Fair 
held in Hyderabad in January 1982. 








In Calcutta where the Eastern India 
Science Camp was held, 139 
schools with 195 participants took 
part. One of the highlights of the 
Camp was the special training 
programme that was organized 
there. The South Bombay Science 
Fair was attended by 158 schools, 


FILM SHOWS 


The visual attraction of films 
has drawn over 1.88 lakhs of 
spectators in 2,681 shows orga- 
nized by the NCSM units over the 
year. Screening of films, being one 
of the popular events, is a regular 
feature at the NCSM_ centres. 
NSC, Bombay organized a film 
festival on Environment for 65 
student groups. The VITM, Banga- 
lore conducted special film show 
programmes at different city 
schools and colleges 





For the students we took special 
care in helping them to put their 
textbook knowledge into practice 
through science fairs, camps, semi- 
nars, quiz contests, debates, film 
shows and hobby centres. 








HOBBY CENTRE 


The hobby centres encourage 
students to be creative, An idea 
is given a form. At the Creative 
Ability Centre at BITM, students 
made 12 models. During the Puja 
vacation,' 101 students took part 
in four courses on electronics, 
physics, aero-modelling and_ life 
science. At SSC, Patna 33 stu- 
dents completed 38 projects while 
at two such summer and winter 
Hobby Centre camps at VITM 387 
students participated. VITM also 
organized outstation hobby centres 
where 205 students participated.

AMATEUR RADIO 


The courses for training amateur 
radio operators has proved to be 
increasingly popular among the 
youngsters. At Bangalore, 65 
students were taken on a field trip 
from where some of them contacted 
480 stations all over the world 
while the radio station at the 
museum, 895 stations could be 
contacted, They were trained for 
the A.S.0.C, examination. During 
the Karnataka Motor Rally and 
Mysore Safari the Bangalore 
museum provided assistance in 
communication, In Bombay and 
Calcutta too, students were trained 
for the A.S.O.C, examination. 


While students were given demons- 
tration lectures on electro-plating, 
liquid soap, detergent powder, 
wood turning, lacquering and glazed 
pottery, professional lectures on 
Tram and Urban Transport, 18 lec- 
tures of topical interest and special 
awareness programme on better 
scootering were organized for the 
adults.

COLLABORATION 





The NCSM is now reaching out 
to the world in its activities. In an 
international essay competition on 
the topic ‘How space activity could 
transform my country and the 
world,’ the essay of Miss Saira P. 
Kurup of the DTEA School, New 
Delhi was adjudged one of the two 
runners-up for the Asia Region in 
the United Nations. Earlier it was 
adjudged the best national essay 
by the NCSM and then sent to the 
UN for consideration. She will get 
a medal from the UN and Rs. 100 
a month for a year from the NCSM. 


A “starlab’’ was received through 
the Indo-US Sub-Commission on 
Education and Culture, Whether 
you want to know the position of 
the stars, or how the sun affects 
the weather or even how the 
continent moved apart and the 
Himalayas were formed, the 
“starlab’’ becomes specially helpful. 
A slide projector, which is 
actually a bright light, is placed in 
its centre. A cylinder, with a map 
of stars, lenses for the brighter stars 
and special attachment for the sun 
and the moon, is wrapped round 
the projector light. The sky is 
projected overhead. The canvas- 
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like fabric of the “starlab’ is 
inflated into a shape of an igloo by 
an ordinary fan. About 30 people 
crawl in and enjoy the spectacular 
programmes—more like the movies 
with both light and sound effects.
